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GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Annual Meeting. — The annual meeting of the Association will 
be held in connection with the December meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science at Chicago, Monday 
and Tuesday, December 27 and 28. It is anticipated that the 
program will connect itself particularly with the report of Com- 
mittee T — Place and Function of Faculties in University Ad- 
ministration — presented at the last annual meeting, and with 
the report expected from Committee G — Intellectual Interest 
and Standards of Undergraduates. 

It is hoped that reports of progress may be presented by several 
other committees, in particular W — Status of Women in College 
and University Faculties; Y — Formulation of Guiding Princi- 
ples ; and Z — The Economic Condition of the Profession. 

Constitutional amendments which will come up for final action 
at the annual meeting will be as follows : 

Article II, Section 1, to include Canadian institutions. 

Article III, approval of phraseology as published in the Bul- 
letin for January, 1920. 

Article VIII, Honorary Members, amendments which would 
make Sections 1 and 2 read: 

1. A member who becomes disqualified for active membership by assum- 
ing duties wholly or mainly administrative may be elected by the Council 
to honorary membership. 

2. Any other member who becomes ineligible by discontinuance of teach- 
ing or research may retain membership for two years thereafter. At the 
conclusion of this period active membership may be continued by vote of 
the Council. 

The character of the program will be somewhat influenced by 
the anticipated adoption of the constitutional amendment for 
delegate representation. Further details will be published in the 
November Bulletin and probably be transmitted in advance to 
officers of Local Branches. 

Council Business. — The Council is about to take a referendum 
ballot on questions of national legislation referred to it by the 
American Council on Education. Details have been transmitted 
to officers of Local Branches.
